Survey: More young 
women than men 
put high value on 
high-paying careers

How would Don Draper feel about this? 

A recent Pew Research Center study has 
found that young women are placing more 
value on a high-paying career than young 
men. But while climbing that ladder, young 
women also are striving for a happy marriage 
and children. 

The results are based on a variety of ques- 
tions from surveys conducted in January 
2010 and December 2011 that asked “respon- 
dents to weigh the importance of key aspects 
in life,” the Pew Research report said. 

According to Pew Research’s findings, 
more women ages 18-34 value a high-paying 
career than young men, 66 percent to 59 per- 
cent. This number for women is up 10 per- 
cent from 1997, and up i percent for young 
men. For women ages 35-64, 42 percent say 
being successful in a high-paying career is 
“one of the most important things” or “very 
important,” compared with 43 percent of 
their male counterparts. In 1997, only 26 per- 
cent of middle-age and older women felt this 
way, compared with 41 percent of men. 

Still, women lag in compensation. In 2010, 
full-time or salaried female workers had me- 
dian weekly pay of $669, compared with $824 
for their male counterparts. In 1979, women 


were paid an average of 62 percent of men’s 
wages. That gap narrowed to 80 to 81 percent 
in 2004. By 2010, females age 16-34 received 
more than 90 percent of wages for men in the 
same age range, but women ages 35-64 got 
80 percent or less of men’s compensation. 

But women still want a happy marriage and 
family to go along with a successful career. 

“The share of women ages 18 to 34 who say 
that having a successful marriage is one of the 
most important things in their lives has risen 
9 percentage points since 1997, from 28 per- 


cent to 37 percent,” the report said. 

The percentage of men in that range who 
prioritize marriage has dropped to 29 per- 
cent in 2010 and 2011 from 35 percent in 1997. 
In 1997, the share of young men and women 
who listed marriage as “one of their highest 
priorities” was statistically equal, but 29 per-

cent of young men and 37 percent of young 
women now want this. 

Only one-third of women ages 18-34 
married, compared with 73 percent of women 
in this age range in i960. The median age for 
first marriage is 27 for women now, compared 
with 20 in i960, and the median age for first- 
time mothers is 24 today, up from 22 in i960. 

“While marriage and family stdl remain 
among women’s top priorities, many are de- 
laying these milestones when compared with 
earlier generations,” the report said.

Go ahead and 
cheat: Take a look 
at my picture next 
to this column.

If you said 
Hispanic, you'd be mostly 
wrong, I'hese are two 
terms that have been 
used to describe some- 
one of my ethnicit)^ 
in an interchangeable 
manner for as long as 
I can remember. Both 
are as similar as they 
are different, depend- 
ing on whom you ask. 

And if you ask me, I prefer 
Latina. 

Here's the deeper question: 

Are those labels outdated? 

According to the results of a recent Pew 
Research Center study of native and foreign- 
born Latinos— here defined as people 
who trace their roots to Spanish-speaking 
countries— 51 percent said they most often 
identify themselves by their famifys country 
of origin. Only 24 percent said they prefer 
pan-ethnic labels such as Latino or Hispanic. 
In addition, 69 percent also went on to say 
that all Latinos Living in the U.S. have various 
different cultures rather than a common 
culture. 

And why wouldn’t we? Even though the 
Spanish language is the primary foundation 
that unites Latinos, we’re all from different 
countries and thus different cultures that 
should each be individually represented, ^u 
don’t see the English speakers in Ireland fir- 


ing up their barbecues for tbe Fourth of July, 
do you? 

ril use myself as an example— a US.- 
born woman with a culturally Mexican 
background and childhood who now has 
the Lifestyle and POV of a liberal American. 
Growing up the way I did allowed me to 
be equal parts Mexican and American, so 
Eve always identified %vith both. When Pm 
not describing myself as Latina, I’ll say Fm 
Mexican-American. My culture is a signifi- 
cant part of who I am and how I see myself 
not just as a minority in the U.S., but on a 
day-to-day basis. 

Eve definitely used the terms H^tino” 
and ^^Hispanic” in the past when trying to 
group together anyone of Spanish or Latin 

American descent. Accepting the term 

Hispanic— either alongside Latino 
or in lieu of it— has let me 
participate in national or- 
ganizations and won me 
scholarships. So there 
are certain advantages 
to accepting either 
word. 

But the thing is, 
neither one is really a 
“one size fits aU’^ label 
for the country's big- 
gest minority group. 
While I won’t exactly 
be offended if someone 
assumes Em Mexican, I have 
friends and co-workers who are 
discouraged to claim their status as Latino or 
I lispanic because it often leads people to as- 
sume the same of them, when they’re actually 
from Cuba or Ecuador. 

I can’t say that both Latinos and non- 
Latinos will stop using these terms anytime 
soon or even that they should. U'he labels are 
helpful tools, but it’s important to remember 
how significant national and cultural pride is 
for all Latinos. 

You might have made assumptions about 
my ethnicity at the beginning of this column. 
All I ask is that you do the opposite of that: 
Assume nothing about Latinos and where 
their families are from. Instead, ask ques- 
tions. The answers you get probably will

Trains on the CTA Orange and Pink lines will 
be rerouted along the Loop elevated tracks 
late Friday night, marking the start of a $39 
million track replacement project that will 
run mostly on weekends for seven months, 
transit officials said Thursday 

Track closures are scheduled to begin Sat- 
urday morning along the Wells Street and Van 
Buren Street sections of the elevated struc- 
ture. Normal train service will resume before 
Monda/s morning rush period, officials said. 

From about 9 p.m. Friday until approxi- 
mately 1:45 a.m. Saturday, Orange and Pink 
Line trains will be rerouted from the inner 
tracks of the Loop to operate on the outer 
tracks, and travel counterclockwise. Rid- 
ers will need to board and exit trains from 
the Brown Line side, or outer Loop track, 
of the platform during these times, officials 
said. 

Upon entering the Loop, Orange Line 
trains will make their first stop at Adams/ 
Wabash. Pink Line trains will make their first 
stop at Washington/Wells.

Brown and Orange Line trains will operate 
as one route between Kimball and Midway 
Airport in both directions along the Lake 
and Wabash elevated tracks in the Loop, of- 
ficials said. 

Brown Line trains traveling south toward 


the Loop will operate on the inner Loop track 
as Orange Line trains from the Merchandise 
Mart to Midway Northbound Orange Line 
trains to the Loop will run on the outer Loop 
track as Brown Line trains from Roosevelt 
Road to Kimball. 

Pink Line trains will operate between 54th/ 
Cermak and Roosevelt. Trains traveling east- 
bound to the Loop will use the inner Loop 


tracks and Pink Line trains going westbound 
to 54th/Cermak will operate on the outer 
Loop tracks. 

Green Line trains will not be affected. 
Trains will operate normally in both direc- 
tions via Lake and Wabash, officials said. 

All rail service to the Loop is scheduled 
to resume normal operations at the start of 
Monday morning’s rush, officials said.

Rocket-shaped rainbow pylons mark the 
bustling, vibrant epicenter of Boystown, but 
somewhere just over the rainbow, there are 
many boutiques, novelty stores, restaurants 
and bars that some visitors to Chicago might 
easily miss —until now. 

A new outpost of the neighborhood Ins- 
taGreeter program— a free visitor service of- 
fered by the Chicago Office of Tourism and 
Culture— launches May 26 at the Center on 
Halsted. Featuring one-hour guided walks 
led by what the COTC calls “knowledgeable 
locals,” the tours cover Boystown, as well as 
Lakeview and Wrigleyville. 

“The great thing about the Chicago Greet- 
er program is that the walks are not scripted,” 
said Kathy Law, who manages the tours. 
“LakeviewA)Crigleyville/Boystown is a multi- 
faceted neighborhood with lots for guests to 
experience. It could be Halsted Street, with 
its retail, restaurants and bars, or it could be 
Wrigley Field for sport enthusiasts, or a greet- 
er could choose to explore the neighborhood 
to show guests how we live, and highlight resi- 
dential architecture.” 

Launched four years ago, there are four 
neighborhood InstaGreeter programs or- 
ganized for the summer of 2012: Hyde Park, 
Old Town, Pilsen and LakeviewAJCrigleyville/ 


Boystown. Each location is open ii a.m.- 
3 p.m. alternating Saturdays from May 26 
through Oct. 6. 

And as the name “InstaGreeter” suggests, 
no pre-registration is required, as tours are 
given on the spot, on a first-come, first-served 
basis. 

Unlike some other urban tours, these walk- 
alongs are not composed of a gaggle of tour- 
ists gamely following in the wake of a greeter. 
Instead, group size is limited to six or fewer to 
encourage interactivity between the greeter 
and guests. 

Most of the greeters who wiU be working 
out of the Center on Halsted already are a 
part of the volunteer program, such as Mike 
Chapter, a COTC InstaGreeter for nearly 
two years. 

“I think one of the best reasons to take an 
InstaGreeter tour is to get the insider info 
from a local who lives in the neighborhood,” 
Chapter said. “Visitors want to know specif- 
ics about which bars are popular on certain 
nights, which have special events, or where to 
go for a certain type of crowd or music.” 

Chapter said sometimes it’s difficult to get 
that kind of information from a website, and 
he plans to highlight specific boutiques and 
resale shops that make for interesting brows- 
ing, as well as some the area’s hidden-gem res- 
taurants.

The anecdote-filled 
documentary “Marley” 
runs nearly two and a half 
hours. Perhaps that’s so if 
any viewers inhale their 
support for the late reggae 
legend before the movie 
and pass out during, the 
thing will still be running when they wake up. 

Fortunately director Kevin Macdonald (“The 
Eagle,” “The Last King of Scotland”) spreads good 
stories throughout the informative, overlong 
film, which lingers extensively on Marle/s youth 
and offers virtually nothing about his legacy and 
long-term impact on fans, the music industry or 
the world he aimed to unite. Macdonald leaves no 
stone unturned, from an interview with Marle/s 
first teacher to his commitment to Rastafarianism

matter who’s elected. 

Actually Macdonald does ignore some stones. 
The film notes that Marley and the Wallers long 
wanted an African-American fan base in the U.S.

without examining why his shows 
were so overwhelmingly white. 
Many people comment on Marley’s 
process of writing lyrics but no one 
puts any emphasis on the music, 
which may only affirm viewers who 
claim all reggae songs sound like near-identical 
vamps. And with a production credit for Bob’s son 
Ziggy it’s no surprise that “Marley” feels glossy in 
presenting its subject as a generous ball of charisma 
without really tapping into what kind of husband 
and father he was. 

Regardless, “Marley” offers an informed perspec- 
tive on the man behind the empowering music. He 
and his band performed in a cemetery at 2 a.m. to 
ensure that they wouldn’t be afraid when step- 
ping on stage, and Marley comes off as effortlessly 
honest even when his answer to everything seems 
to be a blandly life-affirming statement. Of course, 
he had reason to be grateful and humble; “Drink 
some water and go to bed,” Marley was often told 
while growing up without food. A memory like that 
would make you thankful for any sense of security 
no matter who’s listening.

The Lucky One* finds 
romance amid trauma

When it comes to romantic drama, Nicholas Sparks has the Midas 
touch. All of his books have been global best-sellers, and six of them, 
including “The Notebook” and “Nights in Rodanthe,” have been 
turned into hit films. 

Now Sparks’ 2008 book “The Lucky One” has been given the 
Hollywood treatment, directed by Scott Hicks and with a cast that 
includes Zac Efron, Blythe Danner, Jay R. Ferguson and newcomer 
Taylor Schilling. 

“The Lucky One,” opening Friday, tells the story of a U.S. Marine 
who returns from his third tour of duty in Iraq, convinced that the 
one thing that kept him safe and alive was a photograph of a beautiful 
woman he found in the rubble of war. 

Best known for playing upbeat characters, Efron, who first broke 
out as the star of Disney Channel’s “High School Musical,” knew 
playing a war-traumatized Marine named Logan “was going to be a 
stretch and a challenge. And I knew Scott would push me. And it was 
interesting to play someone who doesn’t have to say as much as I do.” 

Efron, 24, said he researched his strong-and-silent role by “hanging 
out with real Marines and learning from them. I trained with them 
and bulked up, and when we began filming I started to really admire 
my character and the choices he makes.” 

Schilling, 28, plays Beth, a divorced single mother who runs a dog 
kennel with her grandmother Ellie. “She has a few more walls up 
than I do in my own life,” the actress said. “But I connected with her

almost immediately I could relate to her.” 

Schilling also could relate to the story’s themes of destiny 
and love. “I’m a believer,” she said. “For me, there’s some kind 
of a guiding force, and then there’s also this piece of it that I’m 
responsible for— a dash of free will in there too.” 

Efron agreed. “Logan has the picture and the opportunity, but 
he still has to make the choice {to find Beth}.”

Aspires only

Don’t just assume 
“The Lucky One” 
is some schmaltzy 
ordinary Nicholas 
Sparks (“The Note- 
book”) adaptation. 
However, I can con- 
firm that’s exactly 
what the movie is. 

While serving in the Marines, Logan 
(Zac Efron) picks up a picture on the 
ground and consequently avoids dying in 
an explosion. Back in the States, he tracks 
down Beth (Taylor Schilling), the unknown 
girl in the photo, with stunning ease, only 
to take a job assisting her at her kennel 
before he can confess why he walked from 
Colorado to Louisiana to find her. Natural- 
ly, Logan’s a great, artistic guy who’s happy 
to play father figure to Beth’s son (Riley 
Thomas Stewart) but not so good to come 
clean before director Scott Hicks (“Shine”) 
and writer Will Fetters (“Remember Me”) 
treat us to some sensual lovemaking. Love- 
making that, of course, Beth initiates. Ever 
the gentleman, Logan has no complaints 
about passionate kissing and dry humping. 

Efron deserves more credit for being an 
actor who can keep kindness from being 
dull. “The Lucky One,” on the other hand, 
bores at almost every turn because of 
crushingly familiar characters and pre- 
dictable decisions. Sparks’ formula feels 
manipulative without some healthy doses 
of tension and unrequited love, but “Lucky” 
neither pulses with longing nor justifies 
putting a child in danger for emotional pull. 
Plus, considering Logan’s honest inten- 
tions, it’s hard not to imagine a different, 
more surprising movie in which the photo 
that saves him depicts a man, a building or 
a horse. If something, anything, saves your 
life, everyone deserves equal thanks, right?

May as well be animated 


Nothing articulates 
the persistence and 
struggle of life in the 
jungle more than a 
chimpanzee’s use of 
a large rock, which 
inspires narrator Tim 
Allen to mention 
“power tools” and 
grunt like his “Home 
Improvement” 
character, Tim Taylor. 
Naturally, this gets a 
big rise out of the animals, who were all big 
Jonathan Taylor Thomas fans. 

That’s a joke, of course, as is the increas- 
ing trend of Disneynature films (the terrific 
“Earth,” dull “Oceans” and decent ‘African 
Cats”) to put words in the animals’ mouths. 
Throughout “Chimpanzee,” Allen notes 
history and motivations that these chimps 
would never know 

“This border has been a battleground for 
generations,” Allen remarks about the turf 
war between the movie’s friendly family led 


by Freddy and the rival group led by Scar. 
Scar, whose name presumedly was chosen by 
filmmakers in need of a villain, becomes the 
bad guy because, unlike Freddy, he doesn’t 
roll with a cute baby chimp named Oscar. 
Only a person made of pure steel wouldn’t 
grin at the sight of young Oscar’s attempt to 
climb a tree, only to relent and return to his 
mother, Isha. 

Among its fellow Disneynature movies, 
the 75-minute “Chimpanzee” offers the least 
stunning scenery — that’s more than enough 
shots of the top of the trees, thanks — and 
only a few revealing moments that capture 
the animals thinking and learning. Other- 
wise, the movie seems mostly to exist as an 
opportunity to compare wildlife to human 
behavior, even if it means speculating about 
chimp families’ internal pressures that never 
play out onscreen. The point of these movies 
should be to observe reality, not to shape 
reality into the equivalent of a cute animated 
movie. I’d be more interested in hearing 
chimps’ thoughts on human behavior when 
they make a documentary about us.

The action sequences in Tom Cruise’s 
fourth “Mission: Impossible” film excite so 
enormously and consistently that it’s easy 
to forget director Brad Bird actually had to 
conceive and execute all the tricks. But with 
the massive sandstorm and, you know, shots 
of Ethan Hunt (Cruise) dangling outside the 
tallest building in the world (the Burj Khalifa 
in Dubai), Bird’s mission was, well, accom- 
plished.

Is it worth getting out of bed eariy for 
new offerings at Three Aces and Fritz Pastry? 




FRITZ PASTRY

Fritz Pastry- Snd its near-famous French 
macarons-have been around for years, 
but new owners and a new chef have 
shaken it up since January. The Lincoln 
Park space has been revamped, with a 
brighter interior, chalkboard wall menu, 
small side patio, and since late March, new 
brunch service. Head baker James Gray is 
a Chicago native, but only recently returned 
from Pittsburgh where he ran a successful 
bakery. After slinging doughnuts and danish dur- 
ing the week, the team at Fritz fires up the stove for 
Sunday brunch, with a Saturday brunch to launch in the next 
few weeks. The small menu focuses on seasonal and local in- 
gredients, with a number of vegan entrees and pastries. 

Crowd surfing: Unlike trendier brunch spots with 45-min- 
ute waits, Fritz feels like anyone’s neighborhood cafe, a place 
where a table of 20-something girls could grab a quick bite 
next to a grandfather leisurely reading the Sunday paper over 
a scone and cup of coffee. After ordering at the counter, you’ll 
have your choice of a table, though the small dining room 
does make groups of more than four slightly unmanageable. 


Menu pointers: While the veggie dishes may not initially ap- 
peal to a staunch carnivore, they’re actually some of the bet- 
ter options. Vegetable hash ($8) binds together per- 
fectly cooked carrots, zucchini and two types of 
^ potatoes with tofu instead of egg, and roasted 

^ red-pepper ketchup adds flavor without fat. 
The breakfast burrito ($9.50) with organic 
eggs, black beans, chorizo and queso fresco 
is the only option with meat, and while the 
quality of the eggs is commendable, the to- 
tal package isn’t anything you haven’t tried 
before. 

Sweet stuff: In addition to brioche French 
toast with blueberries and pistachios ($9), there’s 
also a stack of vegan cherry-chocolate pancakes 
($8.50). Four dense, half-inch-thick flapjacks are nearly 
redeemed by tart cherries hidden within, but an overzealous 
smear of chocolate atop the whole pile only adds to the sticky 
heft. Instead, I’d go with a savory entree and choose a muffin 
or cookie from the pastry case for a sugar fix. 

Bottom line: Vegetarians and Lincoln Park residents will 
want to give the new crew at Fritz a shot, especially for a low- 
key brunch with quality ingredients and no fuss. The basics, 
like great baked goods and Metropolis coffee, are there, and 
perhaps some of the brunch dishes will find their footing with 
a little time.

Three 
Aces is part bar, part restaurant, and all atti- 
tude, complete with an Elvis pinball machine 
and heavily tatted servers. But the new week- 
end brunch service, which rolled out 
March 17 and expands to week- 
days later this month, feels 
like the kitchen’s inner rock 
star has gone from jam- 
ming in his parent’s 
garage to playing the 
hippest lounge in 
town. 

Day drinking: 

It’d be a shame 
not to begin the 
meal with Father 
Flanagan’s Bloody 
Mary ($9), made 
with small-batch vod- 
ka, a noticeable splash 
of stout and enough 
skewered meat, cheese 
and pickles to tide you over 
until the food arrives. For an extra 
buck, the 7-ounce High Life beer back is 
a no-brainer. I also liked the Ginger Baby ($9), 
a play on a dark ‘n’ stormy that perks up dark 
rum and ginger beer with pineapple juice and 
a novel skewer of sliced banana. 

Good eggs: You’ve had ’em fried, you’ve 


had ’em scrambled, but have you had them 
smoked? Troost pairs a slightly smoky egg 
with pork scrapple ($12), a breakfast meat 
that’s traditionally formed like a loaf, then 
sliced and fried. His version is slightly crunchy 
on the outside and piping hot and savory on 
the inside. 

Sweet stuff: Rather than veer- 
ing into sugar bomb ter- 
ritory, the sweets are 
surprisingly balanced. 
Cinnamon roll mon- 
key bread ($8) pulls 
apart in individual 
puffs, making it 
easily shared, 
and stout glaze 
adds an al- 
most choco- 
latey, spiced 
layer of flavor. 
Sourdough 
waffles ($10) with 
caramelized banana 
sauce come with a 
side of airy cinnamon 
whipped cream you’ll want 
to lick off the plate. 

Bottom line: This fresh, creative brunch 
menu would be at home at a high-end restau- 
rant, and the fact that it’s served at a neigh- 
borhood bar that pumps The Ramones makes 
it an even more delicious surprise.
